|so immense a piece of Africa to the 
British Empire. 

But henceforth it is understood that 
each colonial Premiership will carry 
with it a seat in the Privy Council 
in London, a fact which is likely con- 
siderably to enhance the value of poli- 
tical honours in the dependencies of 
Great Britain.

ORIGIN AND FUNCTIONS. 


The Privy Council is the most ancient | 
administrative institution in Great’ 


Britain.’ In the old Norman days it 
was the only form of Parliament, its 


! members being chosen by the sovereign | 
| to advise him in governing the nation, | 


Of cvuurse, with the constitution of Par- 
liament in its present form the duties 
and prerogatives of the Council have 
become much modified. But it would 
require amore learned pen than mine 
to define the line where the autbority 
of Parliament ends and that of the 
‘Privy Council begins. 

Thus, the Lord President of the Coun- 
cil and acomuuttee of its members are 
‘at the head of the entire educational 
system of the empire, all matters per- 
taining thereto being directed and con- 
trolled by this committee. It is also 
a committee of the Privv Council that 
administers the affairs of the Chan- 
nel Islands, those of the Isle of Man, 
curiousiy enough, belonging to the at- 
tributes of the Secretary of State for 
the Home Department. 

THEIR UNIFORM AND RANK. 


All Admiralty business, quarantine, 
lighthouse, ecclesiastical and charitable 
|affairs of the State are subject to 
‘the Privy Council, the meetings of 
which are usualiy held at Windsor or 
at Osborne, in the presence of the 
sovereign, whose commands, when is- 
sued in the form known as “in coun- 
cil,” have in a number of cases the 
same value in the eyes of the tri- 
bunals of the land as statutes duly 
enacted by the National Parliament. 

' Privy Councillors have the right of 
prefixing the words “right honeur- 
able,” to their names, and of receiv- 
ing invitations for themselves for 
their wives and their unmarried daugh- 
| ters, after presentation, to ail State 
‘balls, State concerts, and analogous 
| functions. A Privy Councillor likewise

BUTTER MAKING ON THE FARM. 

As a matter of course, everyone who 
keeps cows for the purpose of making 
butter, is desirous of making an arti- 
cle that will bring the best price pos- 
sible, and of making the greatest am- 
ount of butter possible out of the milk 
produced, writes C. P. Gooderich. When 
the milk is delivered to a creamery it 
is usually manufactured by those who 
have been well instructed in the art 
of butter making, and the result is 
that, as a rule, a fairly good article is 
made. Besides this, the creamery is 
equipped with appliances which enable 
its butter maker to obtain very nearly 
all the butter contained in the milk; 
and by his knowledge of what the gen- 
eral butter market demands, he is able 
to produce an article which is readily 
sold. But the case is different with 


those who make butter on farms, where 
by far the greater part of the butter 


in this country is made. While on some 
farms excellent work is done and a 
choice article is made which brings ® 


fancy price, yet through ignorance of 


correct methods of manufacture, and 
of the demands of the market, and, in 


many instances, through careless and 
slovenly habits, the great bulk of farm 
made butter fails to bring the price it 
should, entailing a loss on the farmers 


of the country which is enormous in 
the aggregate.

Good Milk.—To make good butter one 
must have good milk, and this comes 
only from healthy cows, fed on good, 
sweet pasture, or on good, sweet grain,

Milk should be set as soon as possible 
after being drawn from the cow, wheth- 
er shallow or deep setting is used. 
With open setting it must be in a room 
where the air is pure. A pantry with 
@ door opening into the kitchen is a 
bad place. The odor from cooking vege- 
tables and meat will surely injure the 
| butter. Many make butter in a cellar 
| because it is cool, but it is apt to im- 
| part a musty, moldy smell to the but- 
| ter. A cellar may be and cool, 
and yet be so ventilat as to have 
pure air; then it is all right for butter 
ing. To get the best results with 
shallow setting, the temperature of the 
milk should not go much above 60 
degrees Fahrenheit. At that tempera- 
ture it can usually stand about thirty- 
six hours. The time to skim is when 
the milk has soured just enough to be 
@ little thick at the bottom of the pans 
and to thicken the cream. The cream 
cannot be skimmed off when it is thin 
and sweet without loss. No milk should 
be taken with the cream. Cream with 
mi!k in it sours much more rapidly than 
cream with no milk in it. This cream 
will be very rich and thick, and, al- 
though partially ripened when taken 
off, is kept at atemperature of 60 de- 
grees or below, it. will be all right if 
held two or three days before churning. 
Whenever a new skimming is put into 
the cream jar or can, the whole should 
be thoroughly stirred and mixed. In 
the winter effective creaming may be 
had when the room in which the milk 
18 set is very cool, even down near the 
freezing point. This is accomplished by 
heating the milk to above 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit before setting. The cream 
will rise very rapidly while the tem- 
ej is falling. The warming can 
e repeated after twelve hours, if the 
silk is in small pans, by setting over 
a kettle of boiling water. If large pans 
are used, such as have heen described, 
the heating is done by running hot wa- 
ter through the water channels be- 
neath the milk. This practice of repeat- 
ed heating and cooling makes very ef-

Curious Laberatory ta the Parisian Cats 
combs — Clesed for a Centrry. 


Deep in the bowels of the earth a 
Curious laboratory is about to be estab- 
lished in the Jardin des Plantes. Un- 
der the gardens ruo some old galler- 
ies of the catacombs, which have not 
been opened in 100 years. The labora- 
tory which will be established in these 
Gaileries will give an opportunity to 
study the effect of obscurity unpon ani- 
mal life. Every one has heard of the 
fish without eyes in the cave of Ken- 
tucky aod other freaks whick exist in 
dark wells and such places. These facts 
are of great importance in studying the 
evolution of man and speciea. but so 
far no researches upon the subject have 
been carried out by scientists. 

Down sn the deep galleries of the 
catacombs it is always pitch dark, and 
fish poads will be dug in the solid rock 
and stocked with fish to study the 
effect of the obscurity upon them and 
their offspring. Animais will also be 
kept down there for the same purposes. 

A good deal of trouble and some 
danger was experienced in ning up 
the galleries, which have so long 2 
closed. The t ture 200 feet be- 
low the surface is chill and damp, while 
the gases which have accumulated is 
100 years made it a tickling undertak- 
ling to descend.

People are saying openly in Germany, 
and for the matter of that in London, 
St. Petersburg, Paris, and in Vienna 
as weil, that it is not merely spite 
against his. sister, but 
considerations, that has led the Em- 
peror to espouse the cause of Turkey 
against Greece. It is well known that 
the Emperor has’ been in financial 
straits for some time past on account 
of his extravagance, and that tha 
galace tradesmen experience great dif- 
ficulty in getting tbeir accounts set- 
tled. 

It is hardly credible that Kmperor 
Wiiliam’s championship of the Sultan 
Should be due to a timely loan of large 
size received fram the Turkish ruler, al- 
though this is most solemnly asserted, 
not only in court and Government cir- 
cles, but even in thesemi-official press 
of the various European capitals. On 
'the other hand, Emperor William is 
|continually receiving and accepting ex- 
tremely valuable presents from the 
| Sultan, to which he phi, ae by means 
|of photographs and similar cheap meth- 
jods. This species of intercourse has ex- 
isted ever since the memorable visit of 
Emperor William and the Empress to 


Constantinople. On that occasion the| 


Sultan devoted a palace in the park 
lof the Yildiz Kiosk to their accommo-

{his richest Pashas under contribu- 
| tion by demanding the loan of all their 
choicest treasures to complete the fur- 
nishings of the palace, the Pashas, of

rounded in the palace prepared for 
their accommodation was so enthusias-

| Czar is said to be elate as a father, but 
to be disappointed as a sovereign. This 
| ie but a way of saying that his next 
brother, the Grand Dyke George, is 
still heir to the throne. The Grand 


Duke is no less disappointed than the; 


wad of his house. His health is very 
delicate, and he has to pass most of bs 
time on the Mediterranean. The two 
‘infant daughters have but extremely 
‘remote chances of the succession. They 
‘are not wholly excluded, but all male 
heirs take precedence of them; that 
is to say, in the present instance the 


Czar’s two brothers, and any male 
they . 


‘children or children’s children 
may have, to say nothing of the possi- 
ble heirs male of the Czar. At present, 
however, neither of these, Princes 13S 
mwarried. On the extinction of the last 
male line, the throne passes into the 
female lines, according to their degrees 
oi proximity to the Emperor who reign- 
ed. ‘This was tbe system of succession 
established by the Emperor t’aul, and 
it is ons of the three existing contem- 
porary European states. Under the 
Sale system which prevails in Belgium, 
Sweden, Norway, Italy, Denmark, and 
Prussia, females are completely exclud- 
ed. In England male beirs in tbe same 


degree of relation to the sovereign ex- | 


clude females without any regard to 
priority of birth. T. 
of a king may be younger than & 
daughier, the son exceeds as being in 
a closer degree of relationship. This 
is also in practice in Spain and Portu- 
gal, and it is called the cognate or Cas- 
tile system. The Russian system also 
evaiuls in Holland, Greece, Bavaria 
Vurttemberg. Peter the Great dis- 
carded the system under which he as- 
cended the throne in order to disinherit 
‘his disobedient son Alexis. He decreed 
that the succession should be determin- 
ed by a testamentary disposition of 
the sovereign. Unfortunately, however 
he forgot to make a will, although the 
quidnunes of Europe hastened to repair 
the omission for him by publishing a 
spurious will of Peter the Great, which 
is supposed to govern Russian policy to 
this day. His nearest successors bhow- 


ever, adhered to b's plan, until it was 
found that in bequeathing an heir to 
the throne, they cencrally bequeathed 
\a civil war eat the same time.

device for the purpose of breathing re- 
newed life into bodies which are life- 
less or apparently lifeless. A vessel in- 
| to which water is poured is surround- 
| ed by an air chamber. and has fixed in 
{it an upright tube surmounted by a 
globe. in the centre of the tube is a 
| vacuum gauge. When the proper 
valve is turned, water in the upright 
tube moves upward and downward, pro- 
| ducing alternate inhalations and ex- 
| halations in another tube leading to 
the free air. By suitable mouth or 
nasal pieces the latter tube is to 
attached to the body of the subject. 
The instrument being attached and put 
| into operation, the lungs will be filled 
with air and emptied at alternative in- 
tervals, corresponding in regularity, 
with the natural expansion and con- 
traction of the chest in norma! breath- 
| ing. Thus the blood may be supplied 
| with its necessary oxygen, and unless 
ieee has set in life may be 
| kindled anew. 
ANOTHER METHOD. 
Still another invention of this class 
is that of the Brooklyn physician. It 
is an air-tight chamber, suitable in size 
for the ccommodation of a man’s 
body. It is connected with an air rari- 
fier and compressor, the controlling me- 
chanism of which is worked by a ro- 
| tary shaft and crank. It is claimed 
that the subject inside may be made 
to breathe when the interior atmos- 
| phere is alternately rarefied and com- 
pressed, his lungs, as well as the cham- 
ber itself, being filled and then emp- 
| tied as the valves are kept working. 
Still another such invention, that of 
| a@ Buffalo man, is a bellows and tube, 
‘the latter to be connected with the 
mouth and nostrils. The tube, before 
reaching the subject, passes through a 
small stove, which heats the air tothe 
proper temperature. 

An odd apparatus, which may be in- 

| cluded in this category, is a sort of 
corset, patented by a California man, 
which, while encircling the chest, may 
| be made to automatically compress and 
let free the muscles of the thorax which 
control respiration. 
TO SAVE THE DROWNED. 
Up to this time physicians have ac 
complished little by attempts at resus- 
| citation, except in cases of catalepsy, 
| syncope, a few kinds of poisoning, 
drowning, hanging, and other forms of 
asphyxia, and electrocution. The old- 
fashioned, or direct method, now gener- 
ally applied in such cases is to place 
the patient upon his back and to com- 
press and expand his chest cavity by 
pressure of the hands. Renewed life 
, has been breathed into young children 
i by what is known as the mouth-to- 
| mouth insufflation. The operator 
| places his mouth to that of the patient, 
by keepi up a systematic pro- 
ee of exhalation and inhalation starts 
i the latter’s lungs to working again. 

Physicians now have hopes of resus- 
citating a drowned man after life has 
been apparently extinguished for an 
hour. np appears to be more fortunate 

| than the dog in this respect. In the 
| course of experiment ssome time ago 
| to determine this degree of comparison, 
| dogs, which had been held wholly under 
| water for a minute and a 
recovered, and their hearts stopped 
beating four minutes after breathing 
had ceased. The testimony of persons 
resuscitated after drowning indicates 
that such a mode of death is not nearly 
so painful as one might imagine. A 
tickling in the throat is about the only 
pain which is usually experienced. 


DEATH BY ELECTRICITY. 


Physicians have recently made obser- 
' vations which lead to new _ theories 
: considering the possibilities of resusci- 
, tation in cases of death from electric- 
| ity. If a person should take a suffi- 
| cient dose of nitro-glycerine or nitrate 
' of amyl just before contact with the 
current the fatal effect might be coun- 
teracted. Electricians are yet puzzled 
to locate the course which an electric 
current usually takes on entering or 
| coming in contact with the y. 
| There have been cases of resuscitation 
| from death by electricity, which doc- 
tors have prewcuels supposed to be 
‘ hopelessly fatal. 
| The New York authorities are fre- 
' quently bothered by specialists offer- 
ing to resuscitate electrocuted crimi- 
nais. Dr. Augustine Goelet, a high 
authority on such subjects, says that 
nearly all persons supposed to be kill- 
ed by electricity may be resuscitated, 
The general effect of a severe current 
upon the body is a sudden arrest of the 
muscles which control breathing and 
the beating of the heart. The arrest is 
caused by excitement of the correspond- 
ing nerve centres in the brain. Of 
course, death will surely occur unless 
efforts are immediately made to re- 
Suscitate the patient while in this 
state of syncope. The alternating elec- 
tric current, usually regarded to be 
the most fatal of all, is found to pro- 
, duce this syncope in the majority of 
cases 


TO SAVE HANGED MEN. 


Several cases of resuscitation after 
hanging have been reported in the re- 
cords of medical jurisprudence. When 
the noose breaks the neck and severs 
the spinal cord death is, of course, 
complete, since surgical) skill has not 
as yet progressed sufficiently far to de- 
vise a means of repairing this delicate 
connection of the brain and the ner- 
vous system of the body. Many reput- 
able authorities have expressed the 
opinion that many hang men, who 
have been merely choked to death. are 
prematurely buried when not dissect- 
ed. Hanging causes death by hyxia 
when the neck is not broken. In hot 
weather coagulation of the blood and 
muscular fluids rapidly set in, and ef- 
forts towards resuscitation are of no 
avail after this process has begun. But 
life is said to last for a long time in 
persons hanged and merely choked to 
death, if the boly is exposed to aco!d 
temrerature, which fuspends the co 
aguiation of fluids. During the stage

IT CAN BE DONE. 


As far back as 1803, Aldini. a nephew 
of Galvani, found that every muscle 
in the body of a criminal named Fos- 
ter, executed for murder, retained its 
excitability, and therefore showed 
signs of life. Medical records contain 
the cases of three men and one woman 
who were successfull resuscitated 
after hanging. Two the men were 
each resuscitated three times after 
having been hanged and apparently 
choked to death. Testimony collected 
from such cases indicates that hang- 
ing by asphyxia is not painful at all. 
The sensations are described as simi- 
lar to these produced by narcotism 
from a negative gas or by drowning. 
The subjects felt as ¢hough ‘falling 
into a deep, senseless sleep, someiimes 
accompanied by flashes of light before 
the eyes and hissing sounds in the 
ears.
